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Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance* 

The closest prior art of record issued to Bertacchi (U.S. Patent Number 
6,097,950) disclosed a global roaming in a cellular communication network. The 
cellular network supporting a wireless communication device adapted to 
communicate using a non-compatible air/communication protocol (see abstract and 
Column 2, Lines 14-60). Furthermore, a patent issued to Phillips (U.S. Patent 
Number 6,188,898) disclosed a mobile communication network capable of serving 
mobile terminals having therein different communication protocols, where a base 
station identifies the compatibility of a wireless mobile device so that the base 
station is configured to enable the mobile station to communicate over the cellular 
network according to the identified communication protocol of the mobile device (see 
abstract. Column 1, Line 55 through Column 2, Line 34. 

However, none of the prior art of record taken singularly or in combination 
teaches or suggests configuring a wireless communication device on a cellular 
communication network; by receiving a request from a wireless communication 
device to be configured to run one of plurality of communication applications of one 
of a cellular communication protocols, the wireless communication device having 
therein plurality of function blocks (modules) with fixed portion and programmable 
portion; the plurality of function modules been capable of supporting plurality of 
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communication applications utilizing plurality of communication protocols; 
providing functions that are common to the function modules in the fixed portion 
and functions that vary between the function modules been provided in the 
programmable portion; evaluating a capability of the fixed and programmable 
portions of the wireless communication device for implementing the communication 
application and transmitting configuration information only for the programmable 
portion of the hardware of the wireless communication device to enable it to run the 
requested communication application; and transmitting identification of the 
application to the wireless communication device as recited in claims 1,10 and 23. 
The specification fully supports the functional limitations recited in these claims 
[see Specification, Fig. 3 (also disclosed below), Figs. 4A-B, and 5A-B, Page 4, Line 1 
through Page 5, Line 4, page 7, Lines 4*27 and Page 23, Line 22 through Page 27, 
Line 15].
